The pair, sharing a 
bench in a jam-packed 
courtroom yesterday 
morning, pleaded guilty to 
four counts of manslaugh¬ 
ter in the deaths of the offi¬ 
cers, who were raiding 
Roszko’s Mayerthorpe area 
marijuana grow-op on 


March 3, 2005, before the 
gunman opened fire. 

The brothers-in-law were 
initially charged with first- 
degree murder after their 
arrests in July 2007, but 
agreed to plead to lesser 
charges. 

“Obviously they helped 
him,” Cheeseman’s long¬ 
time friend, Vicky Marsh, 
told Metro exclusively after 
hearing the news of plea. 

“To the exact extent and 
why, we don’t know — to 


me, that’s the big question. 
I think they’re taking re¬ 
sponsibility for what they 
might have done, or 
caused.” 

New details in the expen¬ 
sive 28-month investiga¬ 
tion were revealed yester¬ 


day. Registry records and 
DNA evidence found in a 
glove on Roszko’s farm af¬ 
ter the massacre con¬ 
firmed one of the firearms 
belonged to Hennessey, 
and the pair admitted to 
giving Roszko a ride back

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City’s utility sale may 
counter NAFTA: Lawyer

The city could risk contra¬ 
vening the North 
American Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA) if it 
sells the Gold Bar 
Wastewater Treatment 
Plant to Epcor, says a 
lawyer who will be 
making a presentation to 
city council today. 

Steven Shybman, who 
will be making the presen¬ 
tation with a coalition of en¬ 
vironmentalists, doctors, 
union leaders and private 
citizens against the plan, 
says selling the plant would 
give the company a compet¬ 
itive advantage over other 
markets — something that 
goes against NAFTA. 

And the move could also 
force other utility compa¬ 
nies to launch legal chal¬ 
lenges against the city be¬ 
cause those companies “are 
not being treated fairly un¬ 
der the free trade agree¬ 
ment,” he said. 

“Those trade rules apply 
to city council, as well as 
the federal government,” 
said Shybman who is with

the law firm Sack Goldblatt

“There are real risks asso¬ 


ciated with this sale, and 
(council) has to be veiy cau¬ 
tious in proceeding with it.” 

The city is considering 
selling the public utility to 
Epcor for about $190 mil¬ 
lion that it will collect over 
the next 10 years, including 
a $75 million transfer fee 
and dividend payments. 

A coalition group that in¬ 
cludes the Alberta Federa¬ 


tion of Labour, the Sierra 
Club of Canada and the 
Parkland Institute have cre¬ 
ated a campaign urging resi¬ 
dents to call city hall de¬ 
manding their drainage 
services remains public. 

A public hearing into the 
plan will begin today at city 
hall and then council is ex¬ 
pected to make its final de¬ 
cision.

New officers to lay down the bylaw

The officers, who will be 
operating patrol cars, will 
also pull over vehicles with 


unsecured loads and they 
will work with community 
associations to tackle neigh¬ 
bourhood issues. 

John Simmons, a co-ordi- 
nator with the city’s Com¬ 
munity Standards Peace Of¬ 
ficers department, says by¬ 
law enforcement has only 
been a complaints-driven 
branch that has only fo¬ 
cused on private property 
issues on regular business 
days. 


Working hours 

• The new officers will work 
seven days a week from 7 
a.m. until 5 p.m. during the 
winter and from 6:30 a.m. 
until 10 p.m. in the summer. 

• Citizens can dial 3-1-1 to re¬ 
port a complaint on any by¬ 
law violations. 

With the new officers, 
the city can now make a 


more proactive approach in 
ensuring the city’s public 
areas, walkways, roads and 
green spaces are kept safe 
and clean. 

“This was identified by 
citizens as the type of serv¬ 
ice they wanted to see,” said 
Simmons. 

“They want to see uni¬ 
formed officers in their 
neighbourhoods and them 
having a higher level of 
availability.”

how much our two 
economies are linked.” 

However, Wilson said 
he is optimistic that rela¬ 
tions between Canada 
and the U.S. — already 
“in terrific shape” — will 
continue to be “open and 
productive” under the 
new president.

Barack Obama’s inaugura¬ 
tion address will call on 
Americans to embrace a 
new era of responsible be¬ 
haviour — in government 
and in business. 

Obama’s speech today 
will ask the countiy to re¬ 
ject the “culture of any¬ 
thing goes.” 

Obama will ask Ameri¬ 


cans to restore a national 
value system that honours 
responsibility and account¬ 
ability. It harkens back to 
John F. Kennedy’s call for 
personal sacrifice in his 
1960 inauguration address. 

Obama wrote the bulk of 
the speech, press secretary 
Robert Gibbs said.

Obama’s speech is ex¬ 


pected to run about 15-20 
minutes, according to ABC, 
which is on the short side 
compared to most inaugu¬ 
ral addresses. 

David Axelrod, Obama’s 
senior adviser, said the 
speech would be consis¬ 
tent with the themes that 
Obama has emphasized 
throughout the campaign. 


“I don’t think you’re go¬ 
ing to be surprised by what 
you hear,” he said. “I think 
he’s going to talk about 
where we are as a country, 
but also who we are as a 
people and what responsi¬ 
bilities accrue to us as a re¬ 
sult of that, and what we 
have to do to move for¬ 
ward.”

Riding the wave of public approval a heavy burden to bear 


ratings As Barack Obama 
takes the oath of office to¬ 
day, with one of the high¬ 
est approval ratings in his¬ 
tory, the weight of the na¬ 
tion’s hope is on his shoul¬ 
ders. 

It’s not just an abstract 
hope, but often, a very per¬ 
sonal one. His well-wishers 
feel a palpable tie to the 
presidency, in a way that 
has seldom been seen in a 
political system that has 
steadily declined in its citi¬ 
zens’ confidence. 

“I have a daughter who 
lost her job with Ford (Mo¬ 
tor Company), and she’s 
struggling,” says Laura 
Clark of Dunbar, W.Va., 
one of America’s poorer

states. “I just hope he’ll will get her a job. I think 
create the conditions that he’ll be able to do it be¬ 


cause he’s capable of bring¬ 
ing everyone together to 
accomplish the most im¬ 
portant goals.” 

Clark is not alone in that 
wish. The shattered econo¬ 
my is on most people’s 
minds. And Obama’s im¬ 
age of steadiness, stability 
and reasoned optimism 
has captured their confi¬ 
dence, drawing record 
numbers to Washington 
for today’s inauguration 
ceremony. According to a 
Gallup poll this week, a 
whopping 83 per cent ap¬ 
prove the way he’s han¬ 
dled his transition to au¬ 
thority, and 78 per cent 
view him favourably, one 
of the highest ratings the 


opinion sampling compa¬ 
ny has recorded in recent 
decades. By comparison, 
only 17 per cent expect 
George W. Bush to be re¬ 
membered as an above av¬ 
erage president as he 
leaves office, and a scant 
22 per cent say they ap¬ 
proved of his eight-year 
term. For some, Obama 
symbolizes the hope for 
cleansing and renewal. For 
others, he is simply a wel¬ 
come respite from eight 
long years. 

But says Tawanda Wright 
of Chicago: “My biggest 
fear that his term won’t be 
long enough. I think he 
needs at least 12 (years).”

I live in Harlem, New York 
City, which on election night 
was the centre of the uni¬ 
verse. I have never seen peo¬ 
ple so happy. 

Four days later, I went to 
the Axis of Evil, or at least 
that’s how former (doesn’t it 
feel good to say that?) U.S. 
president George W. Bush de¬ 
scribed Syria. And there in 
the Damascus market I 
bought a T-shirt that said 
simply “Obama.” One line in 
Arabic. Another in English. 

Two veiy different cities. 
One simple joy at the mere 
idea of Obama. 

Three months later, I am 
back in the Middle East, and 
there is little joy. But Obama 
isn’t the reason the region is 
heartsick and waiy. Rather, it 


is the absence of an Obama 
in the region that has sucked 
alljoyoutofit. 

This morning in Doha, 
Qatar, the main photo on the 
front page of one of the na¬ 
tional dailies was of Palestini¬ 
ans in Gaza lifting the decom¬ 
posing body of a man onto 
the back of a pickup truck. 

I am writing 
this from Tel 
Aviv, Israel, 
where at the 
airport an Is¬ 
raeli friend 
told me she is 
finally smiling 
again because 
with the cease¬ 
fire in place, 
she no longer 
has to wony her son will be 
sent to Gaza to fight. 

So, how do we become 
audaciously hopeful in the 
Mideast? 

Forget our audaciously aw¬ 
ful leaders — and when it 
comes to the Arab-Israeli con¬ 


flict they are evenly spread 
on both sides. Focus instead 
on young people, who form 
the majority in the region. 

That’s where U.S. President 
Barack Obama (doesn’t it feel 
good to say that?) comes in. 

The realist in me reminds 
the foolish optimist that Oba¬ 
ma will be preoccupied with 
the U.S. econo¬

my and won’t 
be as focused 
on the Middle 
East as those of 
us from the re¬ 
gion would 
wish.

But he can be the leader 
the region lacks. He can be 
the leader that tells our young 
people — Arab, Israeli, Iran¬ 
ian and Kurdish, take your 
pick—“Yes you can!” 


A young Egyptian blogger I 
met in Doha told me that lis¬ 
tening to Obama’s accept¬ 
ance speech he felt he was 
listening to the late Egyptian 
President Gamal Abdel Nass¬ 
er, known for his mesmeriz¬ 
ing presence. The latter died 
long before the blogger was 
bom, but that’s how far he 
must go back to point to an 
Arab leader with a charis¬ 
matic ability to galvanize the 
public. 

“The old leaders in the 
Middle East have stopped 
dreaming,” Prof. Mira Tzoreff 
told me as she and her hus¬ 
band drove me to my hotel. 
“That’s a tragedy. Young peo¬ 
ple still dream.”

Hooping: From child's play 
to a grown-up workout 


Hula Hoops, those baby 
boomer toys that fired a 
worldwide craze in the 
1950s, have come back as 
must-have fitness tools to 
strengthen the core and bat¬ 
tle the love handle.

Chris McNeil says Canada’s 
banks are making it tough 
for working folks to dig 
themselves out of debt. 

The 34-year-old adminis¬

f his recent statements 
are any guide, U.S. pres¬ 
ident-elect Barack Oba¬ 
ma will boldly confront 
America’s economic 
plight in his inaugural ad¬ 
dress today. He’ll stress the 
urgency of a stimulus pack¬ 
age (roughly $775 billion 
US, but potentially more 
than $1 trillion US). 

Canadians will listen as 
closely as Americans, since 
80 per cent of our exports, 
and one in five of our jobs, 
depend on the U.S. econo¬ 
my. Anything Obama does 
to stimulate the U.S. econo¬ 
my will be good for us, but 
the measures will affect us 
in small doses over a long 
period, and there could be 
complications. 

Anywhere from $270 bil¬ 
lion US to $310 billion US of 
the Obama stimulus pack¬ 
age will come from lower 
taxes for individuals and 
businesses. If people spend 
the extra cash, that will 
benefit Canadian exporters 
of everything from cars to 
forest products. If business¬ 
es use their refunds to ex¬ 
pand and hire workers, that

indirectly benefits us, too. 

But if individuals save 
their refunds, that money 
will have to be tunneled 
through a newly risk-averse 
financial system before it 
has any effect. And if busi¬ 
nesses use their refunds de¬ 
fensively — reducing debt 
— their prudence will actu¬ 
ally slow a broader recovery 
that would help Canada. 

Benefits from Obama’s 
broad but unspecified 
plans for infrastructure de¬ 
velopment are cloudy — 
though under the North 
American Free Trade Agree¬ 
ment, Canadian companies 
could conceivably could 
win a share of the $136 bil¬ 
lion US of public projects 
said to be “shovel-ready.” 

Of course, NAFTA itself 
may be up for renegotia¬ 
tion if U.S. protectionist el¬ 
ements get their way, and 
stricter border regulations 
would slow trade. Stimulus 
package or not, Canadians 
should get ready for a long 
and bumpy ride.

Many of my colleagues 
agree: I do not have to file 
a tax return, unless I owe 
taxes!

Your age or mar¬ 
riage status isn’t 
very clear, but it 
must be a challenge to live 
on income that you de¬ 
scribe. 

You’re partially right: In¬ 
dividuals must file a tax re¬ 
turn if taxes are owed. 



However, there are many 
other circumstances that 
obligate you to file: 

• CRA has made a request. 
This obligates you to file. 

• An individual has dis¬ 
posed of property. Al¬ 
though you receive invest¬ 
ment income less than the 
basic personal exemption, 
if you sold real estate, 
stocks, or owned mutual 
funds, gains may exist. 

• If your profits from the 
business exceed $3,500, you 
may have a CPP obligation.

• Repayments of OAS or 
employment.

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Estrogen in your moisturizer?

Moisturizers — particu¬ 
larly ones that “re- 
junevate” your skin — 
may contain estrogen 
without mentioning it in 
the ingredient list. This 
was the conclusion of a 
small study in the U.S. 

For the study, 16 moistur¬ 
izers were analyzed in a lab¬ 
oratory to see if they 
contained estrogen. The 
creams were all commonly 
available, and ranged in 
price from $10 to $100. Six 
of them contained measur¬ 
able levels of estrogen. Yet 
none listed estrogenic hor¬ 
mones on the label. 

This means that women 
may be exposing them¬ 
selves to small amounts of 


estrogen without knowing 
it. 

The leader of the study 
was Dr. Adrienne Olson, a 
doctor of pharmacy and a 
survivor of a type of breast 
cancer called estrogen-re¬ 
ceptor positive breast can¬ 
cer, which is exacerbated by 
higher levels of estrogen in 
the body. She wondered 
during her own breast can¬ 
cer treatment if she and 
other women might be 
dousing themselves daily 
with extra estrogen through 
their moisturizers. 

She suspected that prod¬ 
ucts promoting a youthful 
appearance might contain 
estrogen. 

Olson, a volunteer for 
Breastlinlc in Long Beach, 
Calif., collected the 16 sam¬ 
ples and sent them to a re¬ 
search laboratory where 


they were analyzed for the 
presence of estradiol, es¬ 
trone and estriol. Her col¬ 
laborators in the study were 
Dr. John Link (MD) and Dr. 
Tom Kupiec 
(PhD) of Ana¬ 
lytical Re- 
search 
Laboratories 
in Oklahoma

products was doctor of pharmacy 
found to con¬

and five of them contained 
estriol. Other products may 
contain lower levels of es¬ 
trogen not detected in this 
test, said Olson. 

It is not clear whether 
skin exposure to estrogens 
has an influence on ER-pos- 
itive breast cancer, but 
Olson errs on the safe side. 


“As an ER-positive breast 
cancer survivor, I am now 
choosing to use baby oil — 
until further data is avail¬ 
able,” she told Metro in an e- 
mail message. 

Olson pre¬ 
sented her 
study at the 
San Antonio 
Breast Cancer 
Symposium 
in late 2008. 
She did not 
give out 
brand names 
of estrogen-containing prod¬ 
ucts because companies fre¬ 
quently change their 
formulas. 

The main purpose of the 
study was to encourage the 
cosmetics industiy to pro¬ 
duce moisturizers free of es¬ 
trogen and label them as 
such.

Y ou may think it’s 
the potential for 
brilliant conversa¬ 
tion that makes in¬ 
telligence such an 
attractive trait in a man but 
it may be that his intellect is 
a sign of something else: Ac¬ 
cording to researchers, 
smart guys have higher 
sperm counts. 

The researchers at King’s 
College London, the Univer¬ 
sity of Delaware and the 
University of New Mexico 
compared results from intel¬ 
ligence tests given to 425 
guys aged 31 to 44. The men 
also provided sperm sam¬ 
ples and upon analysis, the 
researchers found the men 
who scored higher on the in¬ 
telligence test not only had 
more sperm per milliliter, 
but their sperm were also 
better swimmers. 

Previous theories believed 
that highly intelligent men 
might score less stressful 
jobs and make better 
lifestyle choices, resulting in 
better health and healthier 
sperm. But, according to the 
researchers in this study,

even the smart guys with 
poor health had higher 
sperm counts, causing them 
to speculate that indicators 
of intelligence and good 
sperm may ride in on the 
same gene float. 

But before all you less- 
than-brilliant lads get down 
on your little swimmers, 
take heart in the fact that se¬ 
men has some other neat 
tricks up its sleeve besides 
delivering super sperm. For 
example, there is evidence 
that semen can make a girl 
happy, and not in ways you 
might think. 

Researchers have found 
that women who regularly 
had unprotected sex with 
their partner were less de¬ 
pressed than women who 
regularly used a condom. 
Having ruled out other ex¬ 
planations, they think this is 
because mood-altering hor¬ 


mones in semen are ab¬ 
sorbed through the vagina. 

Of course, before you go 
having unprotected sex as a 
mood enhancer, it goes 
without saying that an un¬ 
wanted pregnancy or an 
STD would no doubt put a 
damper on your natural 
high. 

And while the health and 
vitality of a man’s sperm 
may be a going concern (es¬ 
pecially if he’s trying to have 
kids), seminal fluid is much 
more than a spermatozoa 
carrier. In fact, sperm makes 
up only about one per cent 
of its contents. So, even if 
your little tadpoles aren’t 
the best swimmers, it’s still 
important to monitor the 
quality of the pool water.

When the women left 
Tatamagouche, N.S., Jim¬ 
my LeFresne watched with 
foreboding.

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Nickel Eye's solo Strokes 

Bass player mines inspirational roadtrip on new album 



The Time of the Assassins, the debut solo disc from Strokes bassist 
Nikolai Fraiture, will be available in stores and online next week. 


Nikolai Fraiture has come 
a long way since he 
dropped out of college at 
19 to travel, Jack Kerouac 
style, across America. But 
on The Strokes bassist’s 
debut album he decided 
to venture back 11 years 
and mine those heady 
days for material. 

“It was a very interest¬ 
ing time,” says Fraiture, 
who plays under the name 
Nickel Eye when he’s not 
slapping bass strings with 
his other band. “It was not 
what I expected from my 
young, ideal dreams; I was 
pretty disillusioned.” 

Although the trip was 
more than a decade ago, 
Fraiture managed to find 
old notebooks filled with 
his writings. “They were 
in a shoebox,” he says. “I 
went through them for in¬ 
spiration and the majority 
of words came from that.” 

While he might have 
had the lyrical foundation 
for his tunes, writing mu¬ 
sic on his own for the first 
time was an eye-opening 
experience. 

Until penning tracks for 


his new record, The Time 
of the Assassins, he’d only 
concentrate on adding 
bass to The Strokes’ songs. 
Now he was forced to look 
at the big picture. 

“This experience really 
helped me understand 
what everyone else is do¬ 
ing,” he explains. “Before, 
I could push my part at 
the sake of a song. But I’ve 


learned different things 
and I see them from a dif¬ 
ferent point of view now.” 

Fraiture admits that his 
new disc is a “challenging 
listen all around,” but in 
reality it’s not too far off 
from what a toned down 
Strokes album might 
sound like. His voice is 
oddly similar to Julian 
Casablancas’, though he 


mumbles a lot more and 
the music is nearly as in¬ 
fectious and passionate — 
minus the distortion — as 
his other group’s tunes. 

So, if the music’s not 
that far off from what he 
plays in his day job, why’s 
he releasing his own 
batch of tunes? “We had a 
lot of time off with The 
Strokes,” he says. (The 
fivesome’s last album was 
released in 2006.) “And I 
couldn’t wait around any 
longer.” 

After a year and a half of 
writing, he found himself 
with an album. But after 
all that work, it’s unlikely 
he will have a lot of time 
to promote it — The 
Strokes are finally going 
back into the studio in 
February. Nickel Eye’s not 
upset though, for him The 
Strokes is still his top pri¬ 
ority. “I can’t speak for 
everyone, but for me, I 
definitely want to be in 
this band. When you’re on 
tour for so long every¬ 
thing becomes the same. 
We just needed to re¬ 
group.” 


Plotlines 
Lost on 
viewers 

MOST SUITABLE TITLE EVER:

The Times piece profiles 
Gregg Nations, the script 
supervisor and co-producer 
tasked with the job of “un¬ 
tangling the seemingly im¬ 
penetrable mass of plot- 
lines that have become ad¬ 
dictive to some viewers of 
the show and alienating to 
others.” 

Shows as labyrinth as 
Lost guarantee that they’ll 
have fewer, not more, 
viewers than the number 
that tuned in at the start, 
and the three million that 
have been shed since the 
first season proves this.

Cheesy Chickpea 
Enchiladas 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 medium red onion 

2 tbsp (25 ml) corn oil 
1 clove garlic 

1 small red chili pepper 
1 lb (500 g) tomatoes 
1 can (19 oz / 540 ml) 
chickpeas 

1 tsp (5 ml) ground cumin 
Salt and black pepper 
1/4 lb (125 g) old Cheddar 
cheese 

1 small iceberg lettuce 
4 soft flour tortillas, 

7-8 in. (18-20 cm) in diam¬ 
eter 

TO SERVE: 

Thiele natural yogourt or 
sour cream and sprigs of 
coriander as garnish 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat grill to high. 
Peel and thinly slice 
onion. Heat corn oil in fry¬ 
ing pan and fry 

sliced onion over fairly 
high heat, stirring, until 
softened and lightly 
browned. 

2. Peel and crush garlic, 
then rinse, deseed and 
slice chili pepper. Rinse 
and chop tomatoes. Drain 


and rinse chickpeas. 

3. Stir cumin into onion, 
then add garlic, chili pep¬ 
per, tomatoes and 
chickpeas. Cook them 
over moderate heat, 
stirring occasionally, 5-8 
minutes, until most liquid 
has evaporated, then sea¬ 
son. 

4. Coarsely grate cheese. 
Rinse and dry coriander 
and rinse, dry and shred 
lettuce. 

5. Lay tortillas flat and di¬ 
vide lettuce among them. 
Spoon chickpea mixture 
down centre of each, fold 
sides over, and lay in oven¬ 
proof dish. Sprinlde with 
cheese and grill until melt¬ 
ed. 

6. Serve with yogourt or 
sour cream, garnished 
with coriander.
